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MAGAZINE NOTES 


American Review, vol. 1, no. 1, Jan.-Feb. 1923, 
bi-monthly, octavo, is a new educational, political, 
industrial, psychological, philosophical, religious, 
scientific, and art periodical, the successor of School 
and Home Education, which died in June, 1922. 
The initial issue is a worthy one. $3.00 a year. 


Chemistry and Industry, official organ of the Federal 
Council for Pure and Applied Chemistry, London, 
weekly, started January 5, 1923, as vol. 42, no. 1. 
It is published by the Society of Chemical Industry 
long so well known for its Journal, and its Abstracts. 
The cause of the first issue of Chemistry and Industry 
being called vol. 42, is found in the fact that The 
Journal of the Society of Chemical Industry begins at 
its 42d volume on the same date, and because this 
new “Chemistry and Industry” (called on its covers, 
“Chemistry and Industry Review’’!) will also form a 
part of the regular issues of the Journal, which 
changing from a fortnightly to a weekly January 5, 
1923, will contain also a section of Transactions and 
a section of Abstracts. Thus we have the Journal, 
with its three sections bound up in each issue, weekly, 
at the old price of the fortnightly (£4.4.0 if ordered 
through an agent, but only £2.10.0 to American 
libraries and universities which place their subscrip- 
tions direct with the society, thus being classed as 
members and paying the members’ rate). And we also 
have the valuable Review section issued as a separate 
magazine for £1.5.0 post free, called Chemistry and 
Industry, beginning with vol. 42, no. 1, and becoming 
the official organ of the Federal Council of Pure 
and Applied Chemistry; a body made up of represen- 
tatives of The Chemical Society, The Society of 
Chemical Industry, The Institute of Chemistry, 
The Faraday Society, The Society of Dyers and 
Colourists, The Iron and Steel Institute, Ceramic 
Society, Biochemical Society, Institute of Metals, 
Royal Agricultural Society, Mineralogical Society, 
Society of Glass Technology, Royal Photographic 
Society, and others. We recommend and will 
place subscriptions to Chemistry and Industry for 
any libraries desiring such an authenic weekly résumé 
of this broad field, $5.75 per year. 


The Children’s Hour. Here we have a new monthly 
for children (vol. 1, no. 1, April, 1923, $3.25 a year) 
with an idea back of it that will appeal to librarians 
and parents. It will not depict the naughty child, 
and will eliminate any suggestion of cruelty, fear, 
or sickness. It will uplift, educate, amuse, and 
will tend to calm the budding mind. There is surely 
room for a good children’s periodical, and we endorse 
this one as worthy of your support — a good maga- 
zine for good children. 


Collectors’ Digest. In our August, 1922, issue, we 
asked someone to tell us how vol. 4, no. 3, could 
be whole no. 6. The publisher wrote us that vols. 
1, 2, and 3 each were complete in one number for 
vol. 4 began with whole no. 4. See how easy it is 
when you know how! Collectors’ Digest, Nov.-Dec. 
1922, is before us now and is vol. 4, no. 9, whole no. 
12, but look inside and behold we have October, 
1922, vol. 4, no. 8! Now please tell us, before all 
our New England snow is gone, how one issue can 
betwo numbers. That’s harder than how one volume 
can be one number. Mr. A. H. Pike, publisher, is a 
collector of varieties by profession. We hope he’s 
collecting a file of Collectors’ Digest. 
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Educational Review, having changed its color to 
a bright blue recently, has with January, 1923, in- 
creased in size, so it is now 7 x 10 inches. It’s only 
bad habit is going out of print before we all get our 
quota of copies. 


Engineering and Contracting was ‘‘contracted’’ 
from 9 x 12 to 6 x9 with October 1, 1922, but, see what 


a kind-hearted publisher can do! In order that read- < 


ers who desire may bind up vol. 58, the reading pages 
from October 4th to the end of the year will be fur- 
nished in the old size on request. Now that is what 
we call thoughtful. But here is a delightful variety, 
too, beginning with the new size. The first issue 
of each month will be devoted to Roads and Streets, 
the second to Waterworks, the third to Railways, 
and the fourth to Buildings. Each of these weekly 
issues had been entered at the post-office as a monthly, 
with the same volume number, but paged separately 
until the end of 1922. With the new volume at the 
beginning of 1923 the continuity of paging will be 
resumed, or the four issues of each month can be 
assembled as one volume. At the end of the half- 
year an index covering all four issues will be issued. 


An index based on the 9 x 12 size will be published . 


at the end of 1922. 

“Previous to adopting the 6 x 9 size, October 4th, 
we published vol. 1, nos. 1-3, of Roads and Streets, 
vol. 1, nos. 1-4, of Waterworks News. Beginning 
October 4th, in addition to the regular issues of 
Engineering and Contracting, we started publishing 
as supplements to these, four free circulation maga- 
zines, Road and Street News, Waterworks News 
Railway Construction News, and Building News. We 
disregarded the first three numbers of Waterworks 
News and the first four numbers of Road and Street 
News issued prior to October 4th, and started the 
new issues as vol. 1, no. 1. The reading pages of 
the four supplements are selected from those of the 
corresponding issues of Engineering and Contracting. 
These four supplements will be paged separately 
and no index will be issued for them.” : 

This very clear explanation given by the editor 
will, we think, give all our readers food for thought. 
We wonder no one thought of such a nice plan before. 
So simple, too.

We urge every 
library to let us place a subscription from January, 
1923, [no. 1]. We predict that many would-be 
owners of a complete set will not subscribe in time. 
Hurry! 

New York Clipper got “trimmed” a bit when 
December 20, 1922, came out as vol. 69, when all the 
rest of the year had been labeled vol. 70. 

Proletarian is a magazine known to few. Let’s 
get better acquainted. Vol. 3, no. 11, is December, 
1921; January, 1922, was omitted; February, 1922, 
is vol. 4, no. 1; March, 1922, is vol. 5, no. 3; and then 
regularly up to vol. 5, no. 11, November, 1922; 
December, 1922, ‘‘isn’t’; January, 1923, is vol. 6, 
no. 1. Directions to the binder: — bind the months 
of 1922 in order, and letter the books vols. 4-5. 
Chicago papers please copy. 

Quarterly Journal of the New York State Historical 
Association, vol. 2, is composed of four issues, as one 
would perhaps expect from its name, but a title and 
index is issued loose in no. 4, reading ‘Proceedings of 
the New York State Historical Association with the 
Quarterly Journal, vol. 19."". Mike and Ike they look 
alike, and a cloth case is provided for binding, labeled, 
“Proceedings of the 21st annual meeting, vol. 19.” 
It’s big enough to take a fifth number, but we are 
assured it’s just right for the four, if we will but try 
it on our binder. 

The Reference Shelf has set up a new style: vol. 1, 
nos. 2 to 5 inclusive, are one and all dated December, 
1922. 

Revue d’ Histoire et de Philosophie religieuses, is 
published every two months in Strasbourg, France. 
It has articles covering the various aspects of the 
science of religion, as well as bibliographical notices 
and more extended reviews of the most important 
books. We recommend all libraries with a religious 
department to subscribe. The F. W. Faxon Co.

Of the multitude of Shakespeare books, 
this newcomer touches a new angle, and we feel sure 
there is room for it. We may be pardoned for includ- 
ing among ‘“‘books by librarians” this one compiled 
by a librarian’s mother, with an introduction by 
librarian Asariah S. Root of Oberlin College. Ail 
the witty sayings, proverbs, epigrams, humble old 
saws, in fact all the short quotable phrases and 
sentences are here gleaned for ready reference, 
arranged under the three general headings: Proverbs, 
Familiar quotations, Epithets, expletives, and catch 
phrases. Reference to play, act, and scene is given, 
and an index is added by which any quotation can 
be at once located.

Books in black 
and red. A new book by Mr. Pearson is always 
hailed with delight by his hosts of reader-friends. 
This one is a delight, dealing so interestingly with 
literary hoaxes (in which he admits a share), the joys 
of hunting in book-shops, the research for curious 
books. Half his chapters are partly reprints, the 
rest of the book is new, but we don’t think that is any 
drawback — the reprints we mean — for who cares 
to dig through the chaff of The Nation or Weekly 
Review to find the Pearsonian kernels! We like what 
he says of the Literary Annuals and gift books our 
fathers-to-be gave our mothers-to-be. We surely 
agree that indexes are often very good reading, but 
alas this book hasn’t any. A parting admonition: the 
pages are not really intended by the publisher for 
blotters; its only his quaint way of getting $3.50 for 
a 200-page book, from those of the book-buying 
public who gauge value by thickness, —and an 
author needs all kinds of purchases to make royalty 
loom up prettily these days.
